Kendal  is  picturesquely  placed  on  the  river  Kent  and  is  irregularly 
built,  the  greater  part  being  on  the  west  bank,  on  ground  rising  up  to 
the  limestone  eminence  of  Kendal  Fell,  in  a series  of  terraced  streets, 
varying  in  height  from  137  to  350  feet  above  ordnance.  The  buildings 
on  the  east  bank  are  situated  on  undulating  lowlands  rising  from  137 
to  200  feet  contour.  The  dale  of  Kendal  runs  North  and  South  ; the 
level  of  the  eastern  boundary  varies  from  500  to  600  feet,  and  consists 
of  Silurian  rocks,  that  of  the  western  boundary  being  from  300  to  6ou 
feet,  and  composed  of  Carboniferous  limestone.  Alluvium  deposits 
occupy  the  small  northern  area  of  the  borough.  The  climate  is  mild 
and  the  rainfall  about  50  inches. 

Kendal  is  a market  town  serving  an  agricultural  area  within  a radius 
of  eight  miles.  In  addition  there  are  a number  of  industries  which 
afford  occupation  to  the  inhabitants,  the  chief  of  which  are  : —

Water. 


The  water  supply  is  derived  from  a large  reservoir  situated  on  the 
eastern  side  of  the  town  about  2 1 miles  distant,  and  a smaller  reservoir 
at  a lower  level  about  a mile  distant,  supplying  the  upper  and  lower 
portions  of  the  town  respectively,  and  the  supply  is  constant.  The 
catchment  area  is  partially  utilised  for  sheep-grazing,  and  partially 
for  agriculture.  There  is  no  risk  of  human  contamination  but  there  is 
a certain  amount  of  animal  contamination.  The  use  of  the  area 
immediately  surrounding  the  upper  reservoir  for  grazing  has  now  been 
abandoned  and  the  quality  of  the  water  has  improved  considerably. 
The  water  is  soft  and  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action  ; the  quantity  is 
abundant.  A Bacteriological  examination  is  made  monthly. 

Water  Supply. 

With  the  exception  of  about  20  houses,  all  premises  within  the 
Borough  are  supplied  from  the  Water  Department’s  mains. 

Complaints  of  insufficient  supply  of  water  in  many  cases  proved 
upon  investigation  to  be  due  to  corroded  service  pipes  and  not  to  any 
lack  of  water  in  the  mains,  although  in  certcdn  parts  of  the  town  a 
constant  supply  at  full  pressure  could  not  be  maintained.  The  Water 
Department  is  engaged  in  remedying  this  matter. 
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Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  from  the  County  Council  Inspector, 
and  no  serious  case  of  pollution  has  been  observed. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  are  two  systems  : — 

(t)  A surface-water  drainage  which  is  discharged  direct  into  the 
river. 

(2)  Sewage  which  is  treated  in  septic  tanks,  and  thence  through 
aerobic  filters  into  humus  tanks,  the  effluent  passing  into  the  river. 
The  Disposal  Works  are  situated  a quarter  of  a mile  beyond  the  south 
end  of  the  town,  and  are  free  from  objection.  They  are  not  sufficient 
for  dealing  with  the  quantity  of  sewage  received  and  more  filters  have 
been  arranged  for,  when  circumstances  permit. 

Closet  AccoMMADAnoN. 

There  are  only  about  40  houses  outside  the  sewerage  area  which

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Scavenging. 

Removal  of  house  refuse  and  the  contents  of  Privies,  etc.  is  carried 
out  by  the  Corporation  by  horse  and  cart,  and  is  efficient.  It  is  tipped 
outside  the  town,  and  is  innocuous.  A new  tip  was  opened  during  the 
year  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  and  about  half  of  the  refuse 
collected  has  been  tipped  there  and  one  half  at  the  Parkside  Tip. 

The  question  of  disposal  has  had  the  consideration  of  the  Committee 
during  the  year,  and  enquiries  are  now  being  made  as  to  the  desirability 
of  installing  a pulverizer  to  crush  all  the  refuse,  and  to  sell  it  for  manure. 
Given  a market  for  this  crushed  refuse  at  5/-  per  ton,  this  would  be  a 
paying  proposition. 

The  amount  of  refuse  to  be  collected  still  increases  and  there  were 
collected  during  the  year  275  more  loads  than  in  1919,  and  600  more 
than  in  1913.  The  increase  is  partly  due  to  the  enlargement  of  the 
Borough,  but  mainly  to  the  poor  quality  of  the  coal  now  used  which 
yields  a larger  amount  of  stone  and  ash. 

If  greater  care  were  taken  by  householders  to  burn  all  burnable 
rubbish  and  to  sift  their  cinders  there  would  be  a great  reduction  in 
the  amount  of  refuse  to  be  removed.  If  on  the  other  hand,  the  rate- 
payer will  not  take  this  trouble,  he  cannot  reasonably  complain  at  the 
increased  cost  of  removal.

Needless  additional  work  has  been  caused  by  the  use  of  improper 
ashbins,  such  as  boxes,  barrels,  baths,  Ac.  These  receptacles,  having 
no  covers,  allow  the  contents  to  become  soaked  with  rainwater  and 
consequently  the  weight  is  greatly  increased.  The  same  thing  occurs 
when  covers  are  carelessly  left  off  proper  ashbins.  A load  of  wet 
refuse  of  the  consistency  of  mortar  weighs  half  as  much  again  as  a 
as  a load  of  dry  refuse,  and  to  pay  7/-  per  ton  for  carting  rainwater 
to  the  tip  is  waste, 

No  charge  is  made  for  removing  refuse  from  retail  shops  and  offices, 
and  fish  oflal  is  collected  daily  free  of  charge. 

During  the  year  a charge  for  removing  clinker  from  bakehouses  was 
imposed  and  this  might  gradually  be  extended  to  the  traders  who  have 
more  than  the  ordinary  output  of  refpse.

Act,  1875,  uPon  the  owners  default  and  the  cost  recovered. 


Legal  Proceedings. 

In  four  cases  complaints  were  made  to  the  Justices  under  Sec  95  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  that  on  certain  premises  animals  were 
were  kept  so  as  to  be  a nuisance.  Two  of  the  complaints  were  dismissed 
and  no  orders  made.  In  the  other  two  cases  orders  were  made  pro- 
hibiting the  use  of  the  premises  for  keeping  animals  and  in  one  case  a 
penalty  of  40/-  was  also  inflicted. 

Proceedings  were  taken  under  the  Borough  Byelaws  against  the 
occupier  of  a stable  for  failing  to  remove  manure  weekly,  and  a penalty 
of  40/-  was  inflicted.  The  remedial  requirements  have  been  generally 
carried  out  quite  willingly.

Visits  of  inspection  made  to  premises  where  offensive  trades  were 
carried  on — 113. 

A complaint  under  Sec.  1.14  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  signed 
by  10  residents  with  regard  to  the  carcase  boiling  premises  at  Beezon 
Road,  was  received  and  proceedings  were  taken  before  the  magistrates, 
when  it  was  proved  that  the  best  available  means  of  preventing  the 
nuisance  had  not  been  adopted,  and  a penalty  of  £3  3s.  cd.  was  inflicted 
upon  the  occupier.  These  premises  have  been  an  intermittent  nuisance 
for  many  years  and  the  tact  that  there  were  no  Regulations  governing 
the  trade  of  carcase  boiler  hampered  all  efforts  to  prevent  this.  The 
trade  of  a carcase  boiler  has  now  been  declared  by  the  Council  to  be 
an  offensive  trade  and  application  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
approval. 
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The  fellmongers  premises  on  the  New  Road  became  a nuisance 
during  the  summer  months,  mainly  owing  to  the  failure  to  remove 
decomposing  garbage  frequently.  Steps  were  taken  to  enforce  this, 
with  a consequent  abatement  of  the  nuisance.  Both  these  premises 
are  too  near  a public  highway  and  dwellings,  so  there  must  of  necessity 
be  a certain  amount  of  effluvia  from  these  trades  at  times. 

There  are  no  underground  sleeping  rooms. 

Schools. 

The  sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply  of  all  elementary  schools 
are  satisfactory.  The  closets  are  of  the  water  carriage  type,  flushed 
automatically  from  the  Corporation  mains,  and  under  the  care  of  the 
school  caretakers.  There  has  been  i closure  during  the  year  on  account 
of  Diphtheria.  Inspection  of  children  in  a school  where  there  is  an 
outbreak  of  Infectious  Disease  is  regularly  made,  and  there  is  complete 
co-operation  with  the  School  Medical  Officer.

Mr.  R.  Bickerton,  M.R.C.V.S.  was  appointed  Veterinary  Inspectors 
in  place  of  Mr.  R.  Rimmer,  resigned,  and  examined  all  dairy  cows 
within  the  Borough  quarterly  for  detection  of  tuberculosis.

The  Corporation  has  authorized  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Order,  which  has  been  done  in  con- 
nection with  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Work. 

( b ) Meat. 

143  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  the  Public  Slaughter  House 
and  39  to  Butchers’  shops. 

'fhe  supply  of  home  led  animals  was  deficient  (2614  fewer  animals 
than  in  1919)  and  a ffirger  quantity  of  imported  meat  was  consumed, 
some  of  which  was  condemned  during  the  summer  months,  as  it  was 
putrid  on  arrival. 

Control  was  removed  from  home  fed  stock  during  the  year,  and  the 
butchers  are  again  purchasing  individually  instead  of  collectively. 

The  Public  Slaughter  House  requires  enlargement  but  this  is  hardly 
an  opportune  time  to  consider  a scheme  of  reconstruction,  as  the 
present  Slaughter  House,  without  any  fresh  capital  debt,  is  run  at  a 
loss.  The  fees  received  now  from  butchers  barely  pay  the  caretakers’ 
wages. 

A pressing  need  is  for  cold  storage.

The  recommendation  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Tuberculosis, 
that  the  presence  of  tuberculosis  in  any  degree  in  a pig’s  carcse  should 
involve  seizure  of  the  whole  carcase,  was  not  followed  in  the  above 
case  as  the  lesions  were  so  slight  as  to  render  the  case  doubtful.

The  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations  1901  provide  that  where  a sample  of 
milk  (not  sold  as  skim  milk)  contains  less  than  3 per  cent,  of  milk  fat 
or  less  than  8.  5 per  cent,  of  non-fatty  solids,  it  shall  be  presumed  until 
the  contrary  is  proved  that  the  milk  is  not  genuine. 

Taking  the  whole  of  the  22  samples  of  new  milk,  genuine  and  non- 
genuine,  the  average  percentages  were  3,75  milk  fat,  and  8.83  non- 
fatty solids.  This  is  an  improvement  over  1919,  when  the  average 
percentages  of  21  samples  were  3.5  milk  fat  and  8.64  non-fatty  solids. 

An  excellent  result  was  obtained  during  the  month  of  December 
when  the  average  percentages  of  8 samples  were  4.36  milk  fat  and  8.93 
non-fatty  solids.  With  regard  to  skim  milk  the  standard  fixed  by  the 
Sale  of  Milk  Regulations  1912,  is  that  where  a sample  contains  less 
than  8.7  per  cent,  of  non-fatty  solids  it  shall  be  presumed  to  be  non- 
genuine.  No  figure  is  fixed  for  milk  fat  but  in  practice  it  is  found  that 
a hand  skimmed  milk  contains  about  1 per  cent,  of  fat  and  a machine 
skimmed  milk  about  0.5  per  cent,  of  non-fatty  solids.  The  amount 
of  fat  shows  that  this  was  not  in  fact  a sample  of  skim  milk,  but  a 
badly  adulterated  sample  of  new  milk,  and  that  the  declaration  that 
it  was  skim  milk  was  an  attempt  to  evade  consequences. 

The  three  samples  of  butter  were  taken  in  consequence  of  complaints 
that  a mixture  of  butter  and  margarine  was  being  sold,  but  the  analysis 
did  not  bear  this  out,  although  in  one  case  the  result  of  the  analysis 
was  not  quite  conclusive  and  further  samples  will  be  taken.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

There  have  been  a few  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  extending  over  the 
whole  of  the  year.  No  “ Return  ” cases  occurred. 

Diphtheria  has  been  epidemic  during  the  latter  3 months  of  the  year, 
beginning  in  one  of  the  elementary  schools  and  has  for  the  most  part 
been  confined  to  the  north  end  of  the  town,  though  isolated  cases 
have  occurred  in  all  parts.  The  type  of  the  disease  has  generally  been 
mild,  and  in  only  three  cases  has  the  infection  extended  to  other 
members  of  the  household.  The  origin  of  the  disease  has  not  been 
discovered. 

Diphtheria  Anti -toxin  has  been  regularly  used,  and  a supply  of  it 
is  always  kept  at  the  Borough  Police  Station,  so  that  it  can  be  secured 
at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

No  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  were  notified. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  of  Influenza,  but  the  following  arrange- 
ments were  made  for  dealing  with  any  possible  outbreak 

r a small  emergency  committee  was  appointed  with  full  power 

to  act. 

2. Additional  nursing  staff  was  arranged  for  through  the  Kendal 

Nursing  Association. 

3 — A list  of  home  helps  was  compiled. 

4> The  Nursing  Division  of  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  offered  to 

organise  for  the  Committee  the  preparation  and  distribution 
of  food  where  required. 

- — Stational.  vaccination  under  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was 
planned. 

6. A pamphlet  on  the  subject  of  influenza  was  distributed  to  each 

house. 

The  diseases  notifiable  under  the  regulations  of  7th  January,  1919, 
have  not  been  very  numerous.  The  Malaria  and  Dysentery  cases 
were  all  contracted  abroad.  Jflo  Trench  Fever  was  notified. 
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There  were  24  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  3 other  forms  of  Tuberculosis 
notified,  and  14  of  these  received  institutional  treatment  ; ■ 5 occurred 
in  ex-Service  men.  Notification  by  Medical  Practitioners  has  been 
efficient. 

School  intimation  of  Infectious  Diseases  has  been  largely  utilized, 
as  also  have  bacteriological  aids  in  suitable  cases. 

The  Tuberculosis  work  and  that  of  Venereal  Diseases  is  in  the  hands 
of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

No  primary  vaccinations  or  re-vaccinations  have  been  performed 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox 
Prevention)  Regulations  1917. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  locally  contracted  Anthrax  or  Rabies. 

Facilities  for  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  verminous  persons  and 
their  belongings  is  available  through  the  Poor  Law  Authorities. 

Infectious  Disease  and  Disinfection. 

Enquiries  were  made  into  99  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  and  37  were 
removed  to  the  Sanatorium. 

All  cases  are  now  removed  by  motor  ambulance,  and  the  change  from 
horse  transport  has  been  found  to  be  a great  improvement. 

97  rooms  in  63  houses,  in  which  cases  of  infectious  disease  had 
occurred  were  disinfected  by  fumigation  with  formalin. 

lhe  steam  disinfector  was  working  on  87  days  during  the  year.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  County  Council  is  the  supervising  Authority  under  the  Midwives 
Act  1902  and  1918. 

The  Ladies  Voluntary  Association  which  has  done  such  admirable 
pioneer  work  for  the  last  six  years  decided  to  hand  over  its  duties  at 
the  end  of  September  to  the  Statutory  Committee  ; it  still,  however, 
retains  a kindly  interest  in  providing  teas  for  Mother’s  and  Children, 
this  being  outside  the  functions  of  the  Committee,  and  thus  continuity 
of  its  original  scheme  is  secured. 

A consultation  centre  is  open  one  afternoon  each  week,  and  every 
child  and  mother  is  seen  by  the  Medical  Officer,  and  through  the  week 
visits  are  paid  to  the  homes  by  the  Health  Visitor.  There  is  a steady 
iucrease  in  attendance,  and  mothers  show  a keen  desire  for  their  babies 
to  benefit  from  the  advice  given.  No  treatment  is  given  at  the  Centre, 
but  where  necessary  the  patient  is  referred  to  the  usual  Medical 
Attendant. 

the  Kendal  Nursing  Division  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade 
supplies  workers  for  the  secretarial  duties  and  for  assisting  the  Nurse 
at  the  Centre,  and  their  help  has  been  most  regular  and  painstaking. 

Nurses  and  Midwives  are  encouraged  to  bring  their  cases  to  the 
Centre.  Virol  and  Maltine  are  supplied  at  cost  price  and  there  is  a cup 
of  tea  and  light  refreshment  to  be  had  at  nominal  charges. 

Ihe  premises  are  somewhat  cramped,  but  a more  commodious 
Centre  is  in  view  at  no  distant  date. 

Ihere  is  no  Maternity  Home  or  Hospital,  but  a scheme  is  being  con- 
sidered for  establishing  Maternity  V\  ards  at  the  County  Hospital. 

Ihe  County  Hospital  provides  accommodation  at  present  for  all 
abnormal  cases  of  labour,  and  as  in-patients  for  all  non-infectious 
cases  occurring  in  children  under  5 years  of  age. 

Investigations  have  been  made  regarding  all  still-births  and  infant 
deaths.  I nmarried  mothers  and  illegitimate  children  are  usually 
cared  for  in  their  own  homes,  and  assistance  is  given  them  where 
required  under  the  N ilk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Crder  1918.  The 
administration  of  this  Crder  is  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Cfficer  of 
Health  at  the  Local  V elfare  Centre. 

There  is  entire  co-operation  with  the  School  Medical  Service. 

Ihere  were  no  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  or  Opthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Additional  nursing  for  Puerperal  Fever,  Measles,  Diarrhoea,  etc., 
has  been  provided  for,  by  an  arrangement  with  the  Kendal  Home 
Nursing  Association.

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION 


1 Staff.  There  is  one  Inspector  of  Nuisances  who  is  assisted  by 
his  Clerk. 

2.  The  hospital  accommodation  for  ordinary  infectious  disease 
consists  of  4 blocks,  capable  of  dealing  with  46  cases,  and  a further 
building  situated  3 miles  out  of  the  town  for  Small-pox  ; this  can 
acommodate  50  patients.  There  is  a good  disinfecting  plant.  The 
Isolation  Hospital  serves  the  whole  of  South  Westmorland  with  the 
exception  of  Windermere,  and  Grasmere,  each  of  the  places  having  a 
small  building  for  this  purpose.  The  accommodation  is  generally 
quite  adequate,  though  there  is  occasional  congestion. 

The  Small-pox  Hospital  serves  the  whole  of  Westmorland  except 
Kirkby  Lonsdale. 

The  ordinary  hospital  is  always  staffed,  and  the  Small-pox  Hospital 
is  kept  aired,  etc.  by  the  caretaker,  and  is  staffed  when  required.  There 
has  been  no  small-pox  for  several  years. 

The  Hospital  administration  is  good.

Two  houses  at  Two  Stiles  Field  were  completed  during  the  year 
and  the  work  upon  a further  six  is  proceeding. 

Tenders  were  accepted  for  the  erection  ol  28  houses  on  the  Castle 
Road  site  and  the  work  is  now  in  progress. 

Three  houses  suitable  for  the  working  classes  were  erected  by  private 
enterprise  during  the  year.

Overcrowding. 

There  is  a general  tendency  to  overcrowding  in  the  smaller  houses, 
and  to  a less  extent  in  the  larger  ones,  due  to  the  size  of  families  and 
the  marriages  of  soldier  sons  returned,  who  are  unable  to  find  accom- 
modation elsewhere. 

No  measures  can  be  taken  to  overcome  this  till  more  houses  are  built. 

Fitness. 

The  general  standard  of  housing  is  fair  to  good,  and  the  defects 
chiefly  found  are  dampness,  insufficient  lighting  and  ventilation  and 
dilapidations  due  to  the  many  years  when  no  recent  repairs  could  be 
undertaken.  On  the  whole  owners  are  willing  to  carry  out  absolutely 
necessary  alterations  and  repairs  ; more  difficulty  is  experienced  with 
agents. 

A large  number  of.  houses  are  situated  in  yards  opening  ofi  the  main 
streets,  and  lack  sufficient  air  space  and  lighting.  No  less  than  203 
should  be  done  away  with  and  this  would  lead  to  improvement  in  499 
others,  which  are  at  present  defective. 

Minor  remedies  have  been  effected  during  the  year  under  the  Public 
Healths  Acts  by  means  of  37  informal  and  15  formal  notices,  but  the 
work  is  of  necessity  only  slowly  accomplished  owing  to  the  small  amount 
of  labour  available,  and  no  real  advance  can  be  made  till  more  Dew 
houses  are  available.
